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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed September 26, 2006 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent 
document; each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be 
listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. Specifically 
the reference provided for citation 15 is not legible. Many portions of text on each page 
have not been properly copied/reproduced and are therefore not legible. For example 
page 8-16 appears to contain the most unreadable words. The reference has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter

d. Referring to claim 43, the prior art of record has not taught or suggested to 
determine whether a particular configuration data from the plurality of 
configuration data is stored in the claimed FIFO memory , in combination with the 
claimed primary logic unit, the first memory and the selection unit. 

e. Referring to claim 44, the prior art of record has not taught or suggested 
determining whether particular configuration data associated with the selected at 
least one function cell is stored in the claimed FIFO memory , in combination with 
the claimed detecting, selecting, reading, retrieving and storing steps.
